CORN~AND COB MEAL, 

Inlortsllnt KiparlmanU RMaallr Mad* 
at tl«> Iowa Atrlcnitaral Oollaf 

An experiment wot recently tried at 
llie Iowa A'.;rieTiltural College on the 
1 1 -|ii.i i ive uieriis (if ele.ir eiim moal 
and 0 irn and cob gruuiid together for 
(aliening pig*. • 

Pigs of the tame breed and tame 
nse, and a* nearly a* possible the 
same weight, were selceted and fed 
one week to aci-ustom them to Iho foial 
selected. Tliey were then (;iveu all 
they would eat up eloau, half of them 
of rorn meal and half of corn and oob 
meal, the grain being carefully 
weighed and alto the hogs at the end 
of each week t<ir two wcokt, when they 
were sold. 

'I'lio corn and col> meal, 70 pounds 
to llie liiisliel, niado 12.06 pounds of 
)iork per liiishol and SO pound* of the 
elear corn meal made 11.07 pound* to 
each bushel fed. Tho hoss were sold 
at<fl 80por hundn-d-woight and gave 
4.').7!l eriils per bnsliel for llin corn 
gromid with llie e ili, and 1 1 Ml cents 
for the elear corn. The experimout 
was repealed wiih a lot ol hog* In ti\$ 
early .slaves of f iiteiiing and returned 
49.6iS eenti for Ihe com and eob'meal, 
andU9S oanu for the oorn meal 
reckoning pork at $3.80. 

The reason why the oorn and oob 
nie:iUeeii« to do better Is explained by 
smue wriiei-s on the theory that ti)« 
mixed meal He* lighter In the ttontaph 
of tlio animal and '» thereby better 
digested. It I* quite oortain thai there 
Is hut little nutriment in the oob If In- 
deed there Is any. However liie almvo 
with many oilier exporlmenta In the 
same line seem to conflrm the luperi- 
orlty of the corn and eoh mnal for fat- 
tening hogs.- Wo'iri''' Ihnrjiman.

I. 'ss lliaii lliirly miles di^:;.Ml from 
tliu weslorn soalHjard of these practical, 
ninttcr-of-fact United 8 atos of Aniorl- 
ea lies nn Island which, in the pictur- 
esque beauty of Its snerery and the 
nationality and language of It. in- 
habitants, nii^^ht almost lead one to 
btdieve that in some mysterious man- 
ner it had biieii uprooted from the 
bosom (if the classic Modltorranean 
and traiisplHulod to tiic waters of tho 
Pacific. Like the etoriedilla* of Capri 
and Ischin, Itt mountain*, riting hero 
and there alirnplty from the sen, 
mirror their rocky walls, their 
frowning battleineuls, tlietr Htii- 
pondout ollfft In water as deejdy blue, 
as wonderfully limpid as that which 
elicits exolam^jjijons of untbiulattic dc- 
Ii:;lit from the tourist visitors to the 
nine grotto. These ntounlains Itlnsh 
;i- \\:iinily lotlie morn in^ ami eviniin^ 
ki.sses of tliu sun as lliosu which look 
down npon fTTe Baf TirWaplei; thirtHy 
above tlioiu is as rich in coloring as 
tiia faniout tky of Italy, and the 
dwollen in this beautiful, almost un- 
known spot are natlvos of tliatsnnny 
land.

THE ASIATIC SOOUQGS 

SBonaEx TO new TOBS 

HAfiSOB SI TBS

New Yokk, Sept 23.— Aelalic chol 
ora waa brought to Uiia port ihii 
morning by Ihe tteamohip Al«ait, 
which cornea from the cholera-iu- 
footed porta of Italy. It coin<:a in 
ita worat, moat virulent form, aud 
death waa tho sure, quick result of 
an attack. The Alotia tailed from 
Naples ou Septembers. When nine 
days cot from the port the llrti ctte 
thatofliugia Maria, a alcertge paa< 
tcuger, was dIscoTerod by the ahip'a 
doctor. Ue lingered along for three 
days iu agony aud died. On ilic fol- 
lowing di^ rtui Antonio Ualdgama- 
ra, another sloersge paaaenger, died 
•f the same plague Buili were 
promptly buried at tea. From that 
lime almoet every day nnlil tho ship 
arrived in port, a death occurred, tud 
all received

Tliere were eight deatha In all. The 
otbera were Jean NivolJ and Jean 
Simmoa, aatlon, and steerage paa- 
aengers Seralin De Lio, Aunla Nel- 
rage, Oraiioetca MeUao and Maria 
Antonio Scale Venia. 

When the Aleala arrived off quar- 
antine, Health Officer Smith boarded 
tier and learned theae facta. He aUo 
found that the ablp't aurgeon had di- 
agnoaed four other cases of tieerage 
paaaeiigert t^l^ with the diaeate.

I'lie three cabin paataugerson board, 
toxether with the forty-flve surviving 
iiienibert of tho crew, were also traiia- 
terrcd to Bofltaian't laland br Die 
C'talle Garden transfer boat. Of the 
ticic ones three were children aud 
ihelr mothers went with their babies 
weeping violently. 

Tho steamer Alcaia, Captain V«l- 
lal, sailed from Naples when the 
cholera waa raging iu that city and 
In the viciully, and In an even woree 
form in other lullan porta lu Sicily. 
Thoae who were aick got aboard at 
Naples. The other porta at which 
•be look paiaengert and merehandiae 
were Mareellles, Franca ; Genoa, Na- 
ples and Palermo. It Is thought thai 
some of the eaaee originally came 
from Sicily. 

President Btylees, of Ihe Health 
Hoard, la not at all alarmed over the 
outbreak of cholera upon tbo Alrtit 
Il it too Itic in the tetion, he tayt, to 
worry. The daptrtineut it iu good 
thapetodeil with the diaeate. In 
llie event of an epcdeinic Iht board 
would have LVl.tHX) at tlieir 
niand. Tlio present llealtli lloani 
waa organized to meet the epedeinie 
oflStlli. The icourse had visited 
New York In iHtS. IHI'.I and in IS-Vl-

The Virginia wat tlrit, with 
tliirly- one cholera deathi, followed 
by the Kngland, with S.'iO deitha out 
of 1,200 paisenifera. The latter ar- 
rived April 20, \W>, Ten daya later 
tho flrat ct^c occurred iu Now York.
